Lawrence Dawson M.A. (rector of Bramshall) c1599-1674 

Dawson, born about 1599, was of unknown parentage. He studied at Cambridge where in Easter 
1617 he was admitted as a sizar at Trinity College and matriculated and in 1619 was a scholar. At 
Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1620.1 (M.A., 1624). On 1 Dec 1621 he was appointed head 
schoolmaster at Uttoxeter Alleyne's Grammar School. In Jun 1624 he was ordained deacon and on 
19 Sep 1630 ordained priest (both) by Lichfield. On 19 Sep 1630 he was also appointed parochial 
curate of Kingstone being replaced in office before 1639. In 1653 he was appointed compliant 
minister of Uttoxeter which office he resigned in Mar 1658.9. After presentation on 12 Mar 1658.9 
by Thomas Wenman 2nd Viscount Wenman 1596-1665 qua guardian of his grandson Sir Greville 
Verney of Compton Verney, Warwicks K.B. 1649-1668 he was on 30 Mar 1659 approved by the the 
Triers and on 4 May 1659 appointed compliant minister of Bramshall. In 1660 he continued as 


rector of Bramshall and subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 14 Aug 1662. In 1665 the rectory 
was valued at £20 pa. In 1665 he did not certify the hearth tax but was assessed on 3 hearths at 
Bramshall. Still in office at Uttoxeter Alleyne's Grammar School and Bramshall he died, aged about 
75, and was buried on 3 Oct 1674 at Bramshall. His will made on 29 Jun 1674 was proved under 
Lichfield on 13 Oct 1674. Dawson married on 10 Jul 1624 at Uttoxeter to Joan Clare (d 1654) widow 
of Michael Grey by whom he had one son and two daughters. Dawson was ordained as a deacon 
(1624) whilst in office as a schoolmaster and his ordination as a priest (1630) - after an unusual 
interval of six years - appears to have become necessary only when he was to be appointed a 
parochial curate.
